Report from Port of Spain, Trinidad — Quarantine against Trinidad — 
Measures for destruction of mosquitoes on vessels. 

Consul Handley reports, March 30 and April 6, that most of the 
West India islands and British and Dutch Guiana hare quarantined 
against Trinidad, Port of Spain having been declared infected with 
yellow fever. Passengers leaving the island are required to be 
examined by the health officer immediately before the departure of 
the vessel, and measures will be taken for the destruction of mosqui- 
toes on vessels.
